All che traditions connected with the 
Easter egg, its decoration, cooking and 
eating, are, of course, decidedly old 
world, and yet there is some myth 
among the legends of the Inca Indians 
which tells of a magic egg and how it 
may be found in some mysterious spot, 
and of its wonderful power. Whether 
or not this is one of the superstitions of 
e far east which Manco Capac 
brought with him from the other side 
of the Pacific is altogether unknown, 
but certain it is that in Asia, Africa 
and Europe feasts were kept in most 
ancient times when the egg played a 
prominent part. The Jews used eggs 
in their feast of the Passover Sar te 
fore the coming of Christ. In Persia 
colored eggs are presented at the cele- 
bration of the solar New Year's, an ex- 
tremely ancient custom with this people. 

From Germany comes the singular 
connection of a rabbit with the Easter 
exes. It is believed that this little 
animal steals into the house when all 
is quiet and hides a store of pretty eggs 
in most impossible places, giving the 
childran, who must search for them, a 
areat deal of trouble and excitement in 
3 them, The house mother pre- 
pares by procuring a quantity of eggs 
and colors them herself by wrapping 
them in colored.calicoes, some plain 
and some figured. 

To the country boy orgirl of America 
Easter or Paas.“ in rural vernacular, 
resolves itself first and foremost into a 
contest to see who can accumulate the 
greatest store of eggs, and, secondly, 
who can eat the most. For weeks be- 
fore Easter the hens are the recipients 
of marked and unremitted attention, 
Their daily habits are closely serutin- 
ized, and the ** cut-cut-cut-ca-da-cut !” 
that announces a new contribution to 
the food supply of the country is the 
signal for a rush on the part of the 
children to obtain the coveted treasure. 

Each child has lons before this 
selected a hiding place in the fragrant 
haymow, and thither in secrecy the 
lucky finder bears each new addition.

Coloring Easter Eggs. 


Easter eggs can be colored with 
aniline dye. It should be diluted to 
the proper shade and the eggs boiled in 
it. Green, the color of hope and resur- 
rection, is particularly appropriate, 
bat a variety is pleasing—red, pink, 
blue, pale yellow and purple. Eggs 
can be boiled hard and painted in water 
colors with a single spring flower, as a 


‘primrose or a butterfly, also a symbol 


of the resurrection. They should be 
arranged in nests of moss. German 
children believe that the Easter eggs 
are laid by hares, so representations of 
this little animal are often placed on 
them, or near them. Painted butter- 
flies, mounted on wire, can be-made to 
hover over the nest.

Easter In The New Century. 


In the century just begun there will 
be 5,117 Sundays. In that which we 
haye hardly yet learned to speak of as 
the last, Easter Sunday has occurred 
once on its earliest possible date March

A short time since, on a trip to Ot 
tawa, I met the Hon, Smith Curtis and 
had the pleasure of a brief conversation, 
He was full of enquiries about the old 
residents, for he told me it was twenty- 
two years since he left Madoc, Many 
will remember him as one of the first 
Principals of our Model school and also 
as one of the brightest and most suc- 

ul, I promised and wrote- him 
afterwards a short letter, giving a brief 
sketch of men and things in this section. 
After leaving here Mr. Curtis found 
his way into our western Canada, fin- 
ally locating at Rossland, from which 
lace he was elected to a seat in the 
ritish Columbia Legislatare, and for 
a brief period was a member of the 
Joe Martin Administration” which 
gives him the Hon. Below are some 
extracts from a letter I received from 
him this week, which are very intercs*- 


n: 
Wnile Ontario is undoubtedly mak - 
ing some considerable progress thio is 
very like your western man and pretty 
cool, while we of Ontario think we are 
far ahead of any province in the Do- 
minion) in mining, and no doubt has a 
great future from the development of 
its iron ores, still the whole province 
will hardly compare with Rossland 
alone. Last year we shipped 220,000 
tons of ore.

SALARY OF THE BUTLER. 


After the butler comes the first 
man, but though this serving man's 
position rank immediately after that 
of. the butler, yet there is a vast dif- 
ference in the status of each and in 
the wages paid. 

What the butler-is paid and what he 
makes besides in gratuities from visi- 
tors and in other ways, often these 
perquisites exceed his wages, he de- 
serves, for the duties he has to per- 
form are very responsible and import- 
ant. “He is quite the governér. 

The wages then of the first man 
varies from £6 or £7 only, to about 
£10 or £12 a month. There are 
others who get less than the first- 
named amount. But the perquisites 
are very valuable assets, though ser- 
vants do not regard them as part nad 
parcel of their wages. 

With the exception of personal ex- 
penditure necessary and common to us 
all, in the way of wardrobe and 80 
forth, the amounts we have mentioned 
represent, added to which may be the 
emoluments, net savings, since> ser- 
vants are housed and fed at their 
employer's expense. 

The wages of servants of all grades 
below the rank of bytler—and they 
are very numerous in a large repre- 
sentative house—are nothing out of 
the common; chefs, butlers, and first 
coachmen, scem to monopolise all 
there is in the way of fat incomes 
derived from tips and wages. 


VANDERBILT'S COACHMAN. 


Alluding to coachmen reminds us 
of the fully-deserved but nevertheless | 
magnanimous salary paid to the coach- | 
man of a certain Lord Mayor within 
these realms who, for the privilege of 
driving the chief magistrate, is allow 
ed something like £300 a year and 
perquisites, a respectable sum and yet 
a very poor and miserable pittance 
compared with that which was paid 
to the jehu who drove the inventor of 
the Waterbury watch; that coachman 
got over £1,000 a year. 

Vanderbilt paid his coachman a sim- 
lar sum. 

« Where there are a large number of 
servants these want supervision, and 
require someone to give them orders. 
As “my lord” and “my lady” do not 
in their programme for the day in- 
clude instructions for the servants, 
they pay responsible people to do this.

Lenden Invention Bees Away With tae o 
tak te Printieg. 


It has been discovered that by n- 
troducing certain chemicale in the 
process of manufacture, paper may be 
printed without employing inks or any 
other sensitizing jatter, The pre- 
pared paper is atabple, and colorless, 
and remains unaffected by any other 
agent than an electric current. It 
is ag cheap as common paper, and 


yielda instantly a dense, black, per- 


manent print. which requires no sub- 
sequent treatment, for there ix noth- 
ing like ink or smirching to require 
drying, The machine for this eleo- 
trical printing ie simply an ordinary 
preag divested of its inking mechan- 
ism, and having the paper-bearing 
surface covered with a suitable con- 
ducting metal. The form is con- 
nected with one pole of the current- 
aupply, which may be an incandescent 
light wire, and the paper- bearing sur- 
face to the other. The paper thus be- 
comes an inert conducting medium, 
and the chemicals, which are combined 
in it, become electrolyzed at the points 
of contact, thus forming the print. In 
appearance the clectric printing 
said greatly to resemble lithographic 
work.

SOY BEANS AS FORAGE. 


A Waleable Cateh Crep That Wil) 
Stand Drought. 

The soy bean may be grown for the 
ghain, for soiling food, for ensilage, for 
pasture and for green manuring, says 
Professor Thomas Shaw in The Amer- 
fean Agriculturist. Its greatest value. 
however, will probably be found in 
furnishing soiling food for dairy cows, 
as it is in the proper condition for be- 
ing thus fed at that season of the 
year, when but few plants are availa- 
ble for such a use—that is to say, dur- 
ing the latter part of the summer. The 
soy bean is a hot weather plant, but is 
able to stand more drought than the 
cowpea. When once well rooted, hot 
winds that would wilt and wither 
many other forms of vegetation will 
not serlously injure the soy bean. 

In appearance it resembles a com- 
mon bean, but the foliage is larger and 
much more luxuriant, and the habit of 
growth la more upright. With all the 
conditions favorable this plant in some 
of its varieties will grow to the helght 
of at least four feet, and it produces a 
lurge yleld of green food. Some of the | 
early varieties, as the medium or green, 
enn be grown successfully farther | 
north than the cowpea. The claim, 
however, that they. will flourish as far 
north as corn is not quite correct, and, 
since it will stand drought better than 
the cowpen, it has special adaptation 
for some of the states west of the Mis- 
sissipp!| and south of Minnesota—as, | 
for instance, Kansas, Nebraska, Ar- | 
kansas and Oklahoma. 

Its province as a catch crop is more 
cireumeeribed than that of the cow- 
pea, since in wany of {ts varieties it 
takes longer to mature. Nevertheless | 
there are many crops which it may be | 
made to follow the same season—as, 
for instance, winter rye, winter wheat, 
grain forage eaten down or an early 
crop of potatoes. A warm, rich vegeta- 
ble soll with a porous subsoil Is best 
adapted to the growth of the soy bean. 
The solls of the fertile prairic, there- 
fore, are a natural home for it. On 
poor, sandy solls it will not make a 
large growth unless these are first fer- 
tilized. » 


Milk For Lamba. 
There is a considerable difference | 
between the milks of various animals, 
remarks Tho Sheep Breeder. ‘This va- | 
ries from 2 to 18 per cent. The cow | 
gives the poorest quality of milk of any 
milking animal, the average quality 
being under 4 pet cent. The whale 
gives the richest, its milk having as 
much as 18 per cent fat. The milk of 
the elephant comes next, that of the 
gont next with 8 or 10 per cent of fat. 
and the sheep's milk has an average of 
G per cent. Thus in the choice of a 
cow as foster mother for the lambs 
which for various reasons may need 
her services a Guernsey cow is to be 
chosen, her milk having an average of 
over 5 per cent of fat in it. But lambs 
may be reared successfully, although 
they will not get so fat, on the.milk of 
any ordinary cow of the pure Jersey 
breed or crossbred. The thing, how- 
ever, to consider is how to save the 
lambs and not as yet how to make 
them fat. When full growth is wanted, 
the early and regular feeding of a ra- 
tion of bran, corumeal and cottonseed 
meal finely ground together in equal 
proportions and fed in a trough kept 
ma creep to which they can gain ac- 
cess while the ewes cannot, with the 
continuance of the fresh milk to the 
abandoned lambs, will bring them up 
successfully. It is easy to rear such 
lambs in this way to a weight of 50 
pounds alive when 90 days old and add 
three-quarters of a pound a day live 
weight after that until they are fit for 
market, There is no boom in sheep. 
The vast increase in value of flocks is 
the legitimate and una voldable result 
of natural causes and hence must be 
permanent. The rapid growth of pop 
ulation and still more the Increased fa- 
vor for good mutton as a staple food 
find room for fully 50 per cent-increase 
in the production of mutton, and as 
this needs time there is an absolute 
certainty the present satisfactory con- 
dition of the markets for both mutton 
and wool must continue, and it may 
even improve.

British Mouse of Commons Mas the Largest 
Medy of Law-Makera, 

The largest parliamentary: body of 
lawmakers is the British House of 
Commons, the membership of which 
is 670. The French CRamber of De- 
puties, representing a constituency 
numerically smaller than the British 
Commons, has a membership of 584, 
the Italian Parliament 508, the Hun- 
garian House of Representatives 453, 
the Spanish Cortes 481, the Austrian 
Reichsrath. 425, and the German 
Reichstag, the smallest of the Euro- 
pean Parliaments, 997. 

The present membership of the Unit- 
ed States House of Representatives, 
is 357, which is less that that of any 
of the European law-making bodies, 
and the next House of Representatives 
will be made up of 886 members. 

In large American States the gen- 
eral tendency ts to limit the member- 
ship of the Legislature, so that it 
shall not be upwieldly, though there 
are 250 members of the iower house 
of the Massachusetts Legislature and 
184 members of the lower house of 
the Georgia Legislature. 

The Canadian Parliament, under the 
apportionment of 1882, consists of 213 
members. The Boule of Greece con- 
sists of 207 members and the Chamber 
of Deputies of Brazil has 212 mem- 
bers. f

A correspondent who hag just ar- 
tived from St. Helena senda the Lon- 
don Daily Mail the following interest- 
ing account of Gencral Cronje in cap- 
tivity ;~— 

Just twelve mont ba ago how men's 
hearts beat aa they read daily for 
nearly a fortnight the thrilling ge- 


counts of that terrible fight in the bed) u 
| ef the river! To-day we have scarcely 


more than a passing thought for the 
captive of St. Helena. 

Cronje’s long interment had neither 
affected his health nor depressed his 
spirits. Once or twice a week he 
visits Broad Bottom Camp, about six 
miles from Jamestown, where his for- 
mer army is detained, and, remember- 
ing his personal disposition as a ra- 
ther moody, ultra-religious man, his 
efforts to encourage hia fellow-Bocrs 
are really remarkable. 

He ja growing stout as well as 
white, in consequence of his forced in- 
activity, and, despite his morose na- 
ture, it cannot be said that he is less 
cheerful in his demeanour to-day than 
be was during the fight at Modder 
River, when he was almost hilariously 
gay, or when he was omnipotent sup- 
erintendent of natives in the Trans- 
vaal. Of course cheerfulness is 8 
erned by degrees. 

KEEPS 4IS THOUGHTS. 

Whatever his thoughts about the 
British may be, he contrivex to keep 
them pretty weil to himself. The fact 
ia it is mot an easy matter to talk to 
the general. He, of course, only speaks 
the taal. He is a characteristically 
quiet man, who never gives free vent 
to his opinions and will not discuss the 
war. With all his Dutch reserve 
Cronje is sometimes excited when 
news from South Africa brought by a 
fresh batch of prisoners reaches him, 
and then Vrouw Cronje, quietest and 
most obedient of wives and bravest 
of women, is called to share the re- 
lief of their monotonous existence. 

General Cronje would strike an ob- 
server at the first glance as an insig- 
nificant little man. Rather below the 
middle height, he has broad shoulders 
and a sturdy figure that conveys the 
impression of great muscular 
strength. He has grown very white 
during the last twelve months, and 
those who remember the strong black 
beard and fierce, shaggy eye brows of 
the past would be surprised at the 
change that has come over his ap- 
pearance. But with mellowing old 
age—he ia now in his sixty-eighth 

r—there is nothing of seraphic 
sweetness about Cronje. He was, is, 
and always will be a bard man— As 
hard as tenpenny nails, and twice as 
‘aharp,” as one of his men puts it. 

How he ever brought himself to con- 
gent to the surrender at Paardeberg 
will always remain a mystery to his 
friends, and, perhaps, to nobody more 
than to himself.

MILKING MACHINES. 


It is probable that among the num- 
erous machines that have been invent- 
ed to lighten the work in the dairy, 
no single one has been more anxious- 
ly looked forward to than a suecess- 
ful milking machine but in spite of 
the utmost endeavors of inventors 
practical and theoretical, we are still 
looking forward, but with lessening! 
hope. The difficulty seems to come 
in the inability to make a highly de- 
veloped system of nerves and cells, 
the seat of the very active, lite, co- 
operate with and respond to the de- 
mands of a machine, however, skil- 
fully that machine may be made and 
operated. 

Kt may be assumed that a healthy, 
hungry calf comes as near to being 
a successful type of milking machine 
as can be invented, but as is well 
known, between the mother and calf 
there exists something more than the 
mere mechanical operation of draw- 
ay eh milk, 

We may call this something by many 
different names, but it all comes to 
the fact that the cow is as willing 
to givé the milk as the calf is to re- 
oetve it, and it is more than prob- 
able that the avillingness of the cow, 
or, in other words, the-control of the 
animal over the milk secretion, is re- 
sponsible for the failure, thus far, of 
the milking machine in all its forms. 

It would seem that in some cases 
at least, a machine would be of great 
advantage over types of milkers, not- 
ably the rough, uncouth man who 
milks as he would squeeze a sponge, 
and tries to wring the milk from the 
udder by force, in place of coaxing it. 
But even in such cases it is evident 
that there is some subtle relation or 
union between the two living beings 
that does not and cannot exist be- 
tween the cow and machine, and in 
consequence she refuses to give down 
to the machine. However, it is evid- 
ent that, although reasons were as 
plenty aa blackberries, the cow will 
have none of them, and the milking 
machine, thus far, is a complete fail- 
ure. Who will be the first to sup- 
ply the missing link. :

Serentific men have long been en- 
aged in the study of methods of uti- 
lizing waste products, such as bew 
age, garbage and many other thinga, 
formerly thrown away aa Vorthless. 


After it is ascertained just what these | 


materials contain that can be utilized, | 
ingenious men set their wits to work 
to invent machinery and devise pro- 
ceases by which the valuable commeo- 

: may be extracted, In this way 
many MIN dollars’ worth of oils, 
fertilizers and ether useful substan- 
ces are now saved and the world is 
30 much the richer. 

A great deal of sawdust has already 
gone to Maste, though many mills 
have used it to supplement their fuel 
supply. Chemical analysts have 
been at work on the sawduat problem 
and it has been shown clearly that 
it contains very useful elements that 
are worth saving; and now machinery 
has been invented to extract thease 
materials, 

The experiments have proven that 
1,000 pounds of sawdust will yield 
about 166 pounds of char which is 
practically the same as charcoal and 
equaliy serviceable; 180 pounds of 
acids, 160 pounds of tar and a quan- 
tity of gases that have been tested 
for heating and illuminating’ and 
found to be éxcellent for both pur- 
poses. While the acids, tar and char 
are the products particularly desired 
it is said the gases are of commercial, 
value. 

A machine has been invented in 
Montreal for the purpose of distilling 
sawdust and obtaining the desired 
products, Ad Canada manufactures 
enormous quantities of lumber it is 
expected that the utilization of saw- 
dust in this country will be an im- 
portant source of valuable commo- 
dities. 

There are twenty placea in Europe 
where oxalic acid is extracted from 
sawdust, In Scotland sawdust is 
used to make floorcloth, coarse wrap- 
ping paper and millboard which is a 
kind of pasteboard used by book mak-~ 
ers in the covers of books. Thus 
sawdust, once thought to be a good: 
deal of a nuisance, id beginning to be 
considered quite 3 useful article.

SCHEIN DUES. 


The Premier Introduced a bill to 
amend the Succession Duties Act, of 
& very important character. It deals 
with questions which have arisen in 
comnection with the Ross case, which 
ig im the courts, and the Scotten case, 
which has already been disposed of. 
It defines what classes of debts sball 
be deducted in ascertaining the value 
of an estate. Only boma-fide debts 
incurred for a valuable consideration 
are to be deducted. No debts for 
which there is aright of reimburse- 
ment are to be so deducted. It also 
adds to the preferred class of bene- 
ficiaries, grandchildren, and other 
lineal descendants adopted children, 
Mud children to whom the deceased 
haa stood for t@i-yenra in the ac- 
knowledged position of parent: It 
extends the time for the paymen 
some degree; and following the judg- 
ment of the Court of Appeal in the 
Seotten case makes it absolutely clear 
that all estates in Ontario of amount 
liable to taxation shall be taxable 
whether the deceased has been a reai- 
dent of the province or not. 

TO REPEAL IMPERIAL STATUTES. 

The Attorney-General introduced a 
bill which he explained was intended 
to repeal various Impefial statutes, 


either obsolete or spent, or other- 
wise inoperative. The compilation of 
Imperial statutes in force in Ontario, 
now in progress, would not be suf- 
ficiently far advanced to enable him 
to briag down the same to the House 
this session, but the present bill in- 
dicated the course to be taken in the 
matter. The Attormey-General men- 
tioned & number of ancient statutes 
dating back aa far as Edward I., 
which were still in force in Ontario, 
though operative. It was with a 
view to having this matter printed, 
and before the public, between this 
and the next session, when the com- 
pilation would be brought down in 
complete shape, that he was intro- 
ducing this bill. 

i SHOP REGUZATIONS. . 

Hon. John Dryden introduced a bill 
to emend the Shops’ Regulation Act. 
He explained that one clause wad in- 
tended to place the onug of providing 
Sanitary appliances on the owner 
rather than the tenant of the pre- 
mises, Another clause was intended 
to make clearer the section providing 
that no employe in a bakeshop should: 
be required to work more than twelve 
hours a day. At present aman might 
work eight hours on a Monday and 
eight hours on Tuesday, commencing 
at midnight, or sixteen hourg con- 
tinuously, and yet, technically, he is 
said to have worked only eight hours 
on the day. A further clausé 
made it impossible for barbers to com- 
pel employes to work on Sunday. 

SUGAR BOUNTIES INCREASED. 

The House went into committee, 
Mr. Charlton in the chair. Mr. Dry- 
had some amendments to his 
Beet-root Sugar bill, the chief one 
fixing the manufacturers’ bounty at 
one-Lalf cent per pound for the first 
and second years, instead of the 
tirst year only. The rate for the 
third year is to bo one-quarter cent 
per pound. : é 

TOLL-ROADS. 

Premier Ross introduced a bell sim- 
plifying the machinery whereby a 
municipality may assume control of 
toll-roada. 

DESTROYING HEMLOOK. 

Hon. Mr. Davis, in reply to Mr. 
Eilber, said the Government wag not 
aware that persons were destroying 
bemlock oni Crdwn lands, in Muskoka, 
Parry Sound, and Nipissing, for the 
sale of bark only. There had been 
difficulty with people who located on 
the lands, and atripped themof hem- 
lock under the pretence of settle- 
ment. Ths sum of $1,421.41 had been 
received in timber dues on hemlock 
out on Crown lands in the Parry 
Sound district last year. 

INSPECTION OF BOILERS. 


The House went into committee on 
Mr. Dryden's Factory Act amend- 
ments. Some discussion arose over 
the amended clause, requiring every 
boiler to be insured, or, if not, to be 
ron Os once a year, the inspector 
to be one who had been in charge of 
a boiler for at least five years, or 
who held a certificate as a stationary 
engineer. 

Progress was reported on the bill. 
INVITATION TO FRUIT GROWERS. 


The Ontario Government has ap- 
pointed Mr. W. H. Bunting, of St. 
Catharines, superintendent of the 
fruit display at the Pan-American, 
and preparations are now going for- 
ward. Fruit growers, who have, or 
expect to have, fruit auitable to ex- 
hibit sheuld at ance place-themselves 
in communication with him. The 
eredit of the province is in some mea- 
sure at stake, and everyone who can 
help to advertise the fine climate and 
productive soil of Ontario should lend 
a willing hand. The exhibit must be 
in place by May 1, when apples from 
cold storage, fruits and vegetables in 
Klass, and evaporated fruits will be 
placed on the tables. After that fresh 
fruit will be sent forward every weck. 


NEW BOER COMMANDO. 


Gen. De Wet Has Crossed the Vaal 
River. 

A despatch from Standerton, Trans- 
vaal says that on Tuesday Gen. De 
Wet with 400 followers @rossed the 
Vaal river, at De-Villiersdorp, and 
it is expected that he “Pill be joined 
by many Transvaalers.

PLAGUE 18 SPREADING. 


Cases Break Out Among First Royal 
Irish and the Artillery. 

A despatch from Cape Town says: 

The bubonic plague is spreading. 

There is one case in the Queen's Regi- 


ment, at Simonstown, one in the First 
Bengal Royal Irish at the Green 
Point camp, and -one in the Royal 
Garrison Artillery at Castle, one of 
the suburbs of Cape Town. 

Some of the Malays have offered 
considerable opposition to the remov- 
al of plague patients, and also of the 
corpses those who have died of the 
disease. The Government mas inform- 
ed these people that if this obstruc- 
tion continues the Malay community 
will be isolated outside the city. Prac- 
tically all the natives are getting in- 
toi separate locations. 

There have been 246 cases of the 
plague heré up to date. Fifty-seven 
persons afflicted were Europeans. 
There have been 85 deaths. 

A ferret that had been used here 
in catching rats died of the plague, 

Twelve fresh cases of bubonic-plague 
were officially reported on Wednes-

Two colored victims died on Tuesday.

Fustal Money Orders Will Be Less 
Than Haif te the. K 


A despatch from Washington ars 


An arrangement has just been con- 
cluded between the United Gtates and 
Canada, under which all postal moneys 
sent between this country and Can- 
ada will ko at the domestic rate of 
three-tenths of one per cent. instead 
of the international rate of one per 


cent., as at present. This concession 
is regarded as more important to the 
money order business than any ac- 
tion taken since the inception of the 
system, The momey orders annually 
semt to Canada now aggregate about 
$2,000,000, and in the other direction 
a little less than that amount. The ex- 
change of these orders is now re- 
atricted to four thousand offices in 
this country, but under the new ar- 
rangément will be extended to 30,000 
offices in this country, any money or- 
der office in either countty being 
thus authorized to issue or pay 
them.

The House went inte committee on 
the Premiers Public Highway bill. In 
Hs amended form it provided that the 
whole appropriation of $1,000,000 
would be available at once instead of 
being spread over 10 years.

The bill would make itclear 
that benevolent or fraternal societies 
were not to be treated as ordinary life 
insurance companies in that respect. 
It would further be made olear that 
im the case of the winding up of any 
of these societies those who had paid 
their assessments should not rank 
upon the assets as for the value of 
am unmatured straight insurance pol- 
icy. Other clauses of the bill were 
intended to clear the way of difficul- 
ties which had been encountered in 
the winding up of those societies. The 
bill also provides for the proteotion 
of the insurance registrar against ac- 
tions brought against him as an in- 
dividual for ‘mistakes which might 
arise in his reports. f 

MUNICIPAL BILLS PASSED. 

Dr. Pyne's bill to authorize munici- 
pal grants for the reception of the 
Duke and Duchess of York ‘went 
through committee without amend- 
ment. :

TO POLISH AND VARNISH FURNI-

The casting table of a plate glass fac- 
tory is about 20 feet long, 15 feet wide 
and 6 Inches thick.

Assay Office Notes. 


The laboratory report of the Ontario 
Government Assay Office located at 
Belleville and conducted by the Bureau 
of Mines for the assistance of prospec- 
tors and development of mineral lands, 
shows a total receipt of 58 samples sent 
in for examination during the month of 


March. 


‘The agsays and analytical determina- 
tions ated 156, each checked off 
hy a duplicate in order to avoid errors 
before issuing certificates. Of these 14 
were for gold, 12 silyer, 1 nickel. 1 cop- 
per, eto. 

Five samples of iron ores from differ- 
ent parts of Ontario were received for 
partial or complete examination as to 


‘smelting quality, on which. 10 deter- 


minations were made. 

Twenty-five samples of raw and bri- 
quetted peat were received for analysis 
as to quality for fuel purposes, on 
Which 70 determinations were made. 

The burean of Mines require 128 deter- 
minations on which no fees were collect- 
ed, 28 being done for private parties. 
The custom work for the public is done 
at actual cost, tees collected from al 
this source amounting to $28. 

Six samples for identification, or re- 
port as to probable commercial value. 
as well as for qualitative examinations, 
were received. on which fees amounting 
to $2 were collected. (No charge is 
made for such examinations on sam-

tory.

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LARGE SAILING SHIP. 


Bigarst. in. the Werld Being Balle at 

It bag been generally thought 
that the-day of the sailing vessel was 
past. During the past few years, 
however, two types ef ships have been 
built in increasing numbers which bid 
fair to equal, if not exceed, the tramp 
ateamer in cheapmess of cost and 
operation, and at the dawn of the 
new century there are two vessels, 
one in each class, which are about to 
be constructed, that are more dis- 
tinctive than any © that 
them. One, the contract for which 
hag just been let by a German firm 
to a Glasgow shipbuilding firm, is a 
huge, square-rigged sailing ship, ha ve 
ing five masts, and a tonage of 6,500, 
which ta over 2,000 larger than that 
of any previous sailing vessel. The 
determination of the Germana to 
build a vessel of this sine may bo tak- 
en ag evidence that the preceding 
„monster“ sailing vessels op ned by 
German firma have proved to be pay- 
ing investments. The other type to 
which ship-builders are turning their 
attention ia the multi-masted sail- 
ing achooner. The success of the six- 
masted schooner George W. Wells,“ 
which is capable of carrying 5,000 
tens of coal, has led the lder to 
declare that she will be followed by 
a ce ven-masted wodoen schooner, 
with a carrying capacity of not less 
than 6,000 toms of coal, It is more 
than likely that aw the century ad- 
vyanoes the world will see square-rig- 
ged and fore and aft vessels arg 
for the carrying of cargoes in bulk 
which will rival in aize all but the 
largeat of the steamships of the cen- 
tury which hag just closed.

Let us suggest a very simple break- 
kast that need mot cause anxiety to 
the worried housekeeper, ond will, we 
are sure, cause great satisfaction in 
the household. For a family of four, 
get a fine Kippered herring, which 
may be had for 18 cents. Broil it care- 
fully and serve hot, garnished with 
parsley. With the Kippered herring 
serve some country fried potatoes.

‘ PRETTY BEDROOM SLIPPER. 
The comfortable slippers crocheted 
from wool and sewed to fleece lined 
soles are familiar to most women and 
are indispensable for comfort in cold 
' weather. “Motherhood” explains a 
way to make a pair of slippers for hot 
weather wear which is entirely new. 
It ia made from gray linen macreme 
cord in simple single croohet. Each 
stitoh is taken up in the back of the 
loop. Begin at the toe of a number 
three slipper by making a chain of 
11 stitches and in the centre of cach 
alternate row add two stitches to wid- 
em until there are 43. Commence the 
side by taking up 12 stitches, and ak-

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SPRAYING IN FULL BLOOM, 
What Bee Men and Others Mave te 

Say About it, . 

At the recent New York state con- 
vention of beekeepers Professor Beach 
of Geneva made an address on the 
matter of spraying trees “while in full 
bloom.“ and of this E. R. Root, the 
bee man gives a resume in American 
Bee Journal: : 

In the experiments conducted it was 
found that the blossoms that were 
sprayed just at the time they were in 
full bloom were either killed or Injured, 
if the spraying were administered ooly 
during the blooming time, the polson- 
ous mixtures did not go the right spot 
in a good many cases, for the simple 
reason that no closter of apple bios- 
some, for example, opened out at one 
and the same time. Some blossoms 
would be closed and Impervious to the 
effect of the spraying liquids, and if no 
more spraying were administered after 
blooming time then these blossoms 
that were not open would not receive 
the benefit, and the frult eating tnsects 
would then get in their work. The pro- 
fessor brought out the polnt clearly 
that it spraying were applied before 
blooming and after the leaf eating in- 
sects fu the other w be 
Ee further showed that the spraying 
mixtures are exceedingly harmful to 
the development and growth of the 
delicate pollen.

ference In the setting of the fruit on 
ys two sides of the treu., and that dit. 
thrence was decidedly in favor of the 
side not sprayed.

How to Test Seed Corn. 

The vitality of all seed corn should 
be thoroughly tested before planting. 
To do this satisfactorily fill an ordl- 
nary china dinner plate a little over 
half full of fine clean sand. Pour wa- 
ter on the sand until the fold runs 
out of it, after which the extra tree 
Water can be drained off. After shell 
ing off the tips and butts of the cars of 
seed corn pick out one ke from pear 
the top, one near the middle and anoth- 
er near the butt of the ear. Mis these 
kernels from all of the ears together 
and press 100 in the plate of sand. 
Turn another plate over the first to 
prevent too rapid eraporation and set 
in a warm place near the stove. Ex- 
amine from day to day. Do not let the 
sand dry out, but keep it thoroughly 
moistened. At the end of seven days 
all of the kernels should have sprouted. 
If less than 05 sprout, discard the seed 
and secure other seed that will test 
95 per cent or more, recommends A. D. 
Shamel of Illinois university.

To furnish 
suitable reading matter for pupils and 
people. The local Leagues give exhibi- 
tious and entertainments for the pur- 
pose of raising the rome & funds. 
The transformation effected by these 
Organizations io many rts of the 
State is said to be marvellous ; and the 
enthusiasm of the children who have 
joined the leagues leads them to resent 
as a personal offence any damage done 
to the school buildings by fellow pupils 
or others.

A. Geed Pedigree In Corn Menon as 
Muck ae In Live steck. 

Corn can be bred the same as battle. 
It has been found that pedigree in corn 
means as much as or more than in live 
stock. By careful selection the corn 
Jreelers are weeding out barren, poor 
and inferior stalks. “his will meas an 
snormous saving of plant food which is 
vow used in the production of useless 
ante, a great increase of yield and 
alt tonal profit. In selecting seed cara 
{id beewasary to be provided With a 
vile and woeasuring tapellne. 

Look the ears over carefully for mix: 
ture, yellow grains in white corn and 
hte caps in yellow corn. Buch grains 
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The white corn should have white cobs 
aud yellow corn reg cobs. If this ts 
not true, discard the cars, as a mixed 
cob is an evidence of a poorly bred ear 
or @ reversion.

‘rom tip to butt: The corn should, | 
shell about 88 per cent corn to cob. . 

The most popular type of kernel ie 
the wedge shape, so there will be littl 
‘oat space on the car between the rows 
of kernels. :

From what I have seen and learned 
Lan satisfied that apple trees of many 
yarietles may be brought into full bear- 
ing at four years after being set into 
the orchard. I have seen apple trees 
the fourth year after planting out bear 
one-half bushel of apples per tree. 1 
once saw an orchard here in which 00 
trees bore, the eighth season after be- 
Ing set into the orehard, 200 barrels of 
picked apples. These 90 trees were 
composed of Baldwin, Rhode Island 
Greening and Roxbury Russet and 
were set 18 feet apart. I am not an 
advoente of large apple trees with tops 
spreading 30 to 35 feet and golng up 
into the alr 25 to 35 feet, requiring a 30 
foot ladder to gather the fruit, but pre- 
fer to set my trees 18 feet fipart, using 
135 trees per acre, and, when the trees 
are 4 years old and come into bearing, 
stop all other cropping and let the trees 
have all the ground to grow and ma- 
ture thelr fruit. I would, however, 
fertilize and cultivate the orchard as.I 
would for any crop, says a Connecticut

I would suggest, however, that ber- 
al feeding be practiced from the beg lin- 
Muß instead of at the age of 18 to 20 
months, as mentioned. Under the con- 
ditions prevailing in the locallt¥ Trost 
which this inquiry comes (lowa) it win 
probably prove to be most profitable to 
have the enttle ready for market at 
from 20 to 24 months of age Instead of 
carrying them until about this age be- 
fore beginning to fatten them. 

Other things being equal, the younger 
steer la much the more economical beef 
producer, and another point well worth 
considering is the fact that a better 
carcass of beef can be grown by Über 
al feeding throughout the life of the 
animal than by taking a year and a 
half to grow the framework, followed 
by six months or a year to make the 
fat. In other words, the fat should be 
made along with the growth in such a 
way as to Incorporate it in and make it 
u part of the muscular tissue, where it 
will give quality and flavor and thicken 
the high priced cuts rather than be 
deposited os an external layer and 
about the internal organs, as is the 
tendency where animals are forced to 
their limit in a fattening period after 
they have practically reached maturity. 
It is better, as Mr. Kerrick tersely says 
and has amply demonstrated, to “grow 
beef rather then fatten cattle.” 


THE FARMER’S HORSE. 


For All Around Work the Clydesdale 
Is a Fine Animal. 

The good draft horse is the one for 
the farmer to raise. There Is no com- 
parison between the drafter and the 
trotter as the farmer's horse. When 
the farmer can afford to keep trotters 
as well as drafters, all well and good, 
but the drafters he must have.

‘Mesh Eating asd Smoking Mark the 
E Journeys of the Natives, 

The second and third eines railroad éar- 
iages give the foreigner an opportunity 
io study life of the Japanese people, On 
entering the ürst thing one notices is that 
white lincs are drawn across the glass 
windows, and upon inquiry the informa 
tion is elicited that some of the people 
whe travel In the cars are unused to, 
glass, which perhaps they have never 
seen before, and that they are apt to put 
their heada through if there ts nothing to 
imlicate that a substance bars the way. 

In cold weather all Japanese travelers 
~arry rugs, for the cars are heated merely 
iy long steel cylinders Alled with bot wa- 
zer and laid on the floor, Bince the par 
engers ate always pulling open the win- 
Ws, Japanese cars in midwinter are a 
menace to the health of every individual 
who has become used to an even tempera- 
ture within doors. 

The smallest incident of travel is 
enough to break the ice, and if a person 
has a wrong ticket or bas lost anything 
it ls a matter of Interest and solicitade 
for everybody else. Many of the passen- 
gers are apt to behave with the same un- 
restrained freedom as in their own homes, 
It they are starting on a long journey, 
they at once proceed to make themselves 
as comfortable as possible, A rug is 
spread out on the seat, for they are very 
particniar never to sit on anything that is 
not perfectly clean. Then they shake off 
their geta, or wooden clogs, and curl their 
feet up underneath. The next thing is a 
smoke, in which both men and women in- 
dulge, sometimes lighting cigarette after 
cigarette, but more often they use the 
tiny pipe, which never contains more to- 
bacco than a wisp the size of u pea and 
affords one, sometimes two to the 
smoker, The ash is then knocked (out on 
the floor and another wisp stuffed ln and 
lighted from the smoldering ash which 
has just been thrown away. This is kept 
up, of and on, for hours. 

When not smoking, cating la going on. 
At every station there are venders of the 
little mandarin oranges. Every passen- 
ger buys a dozen or more and eats them 
in a short time, throwing the skins about 
the floor. Boys pass by with ten in tiny 
earthen pots, a cup placed over the top, 
and this may be purchased for 8 sen (a 
cent and a half), and the teapot is left in 
the car. 

Besides leaning out of the car windows 
to buy these, the passengers have little 
wooden boxes filled with lunch. In the 
upper part is closely packed rice, in the 
lower are all sorts of little pickles and 
bits of cake, Attached are two wooden 
chopsticks.

ANTIQUE TIMEPIECES. 


The Fascination They Hold For 41 
sorts of People. 5 

Ancient clocks and watches seem to 

have a singular fascination for all sorts 

of people. Philip the Cruel of Spain is 


said to have had more than a thousand 


in his famous collection, and the late 
George W. Childs of Philadelphia, who 
was as kindly and gentle as the Spanish 
monarch was inhuman, was equally de- 
voted to the fad. In this city several 
curio dealers make a speciality of ven- 
erable timepieces and keep a list of 
those which they can secure from private 
owners when the occasion requires. 

“The demand for these goods,” said 
one of these merchants, “is of a varied 
nature. One type of customer wants an 
ed clock to give an air of dignity or of 
comfort to a hall or sitting room: Noth- 
ing, in fact, is sleepier than a hage Dutch 
hall clock six feet high, which ticks like 
a blacksmith beating an anvil and which 
rings an old fashioned gong bell. Anoth- 
er type enjoys polite deception and im- 
poses a purchase as a time honored heir 
loom. 

A third type purchases clocks which 
are marked by high beauty and artistic 
finish, Some of the ancient constructions 
were made by artists and cannot be sur- 
passed, if equaled, by those of today. 
This is especially true of those which 
came from the workshops ef famous 
French, Flemish and Italian designers. 
Clocks of this class always command high 
prices and may be considered works of 
art rather than mere timekeepers. The 
fourth type seems to have no particular 
idea in their fad. They want old time- 
pieces and ask no questions as to their 
works, their beauty or their historical 
connection. If a clock is a century old, 
well and good; it it is two centuries old, 
so much the better, and if it is three cen- 
Sale they are beside themselves with de- 
ight. 

There are a few who purchase watch- 
es and clocks for historical associations. 
Of these the number is much larger than 
is usually supposed, and it grows every 
day. The greater attention pald to his 
tory and biography bas helped the move 
ment, as bas also tle practice of giving 
‘exhibitions and making gifts.to museums 
and learned societies,”

feeds, it is not supposing too much to 
credit them with the same babit with 
other feeds, especially when they are 
apparently o much better feed than 
can be found lu a stalkfield.

stamina and vigor. And the lard pig 
is probably somewhat ahead in the 
quality of easy feeding. Is it not true. 
therefore, that the swine. growers of 
these United States will be compelled 
in the light of self interest to grow 
the bacon pig? But they will also 
be compelled to do so to meet the 
growing taste in favor of leaner 
meat. Evidences of this growing taste 
are found in the discrimination 80 
pronouncedly shown against the pon- 
derous steer and the heavy lamb. And 
in the higher price that dealers pay 
even now for pork of the bacon type, 
we can legitimately expect that that 
difference will be increased. Even 
though our relations with the Brit- 
ish market Bhould remain as now, is 
it not evident therefore that our 
growers of swine, will be compelled 
to grow the bacon pig, at least in the 
modified form ?

FRIED PORK. 


When possible sonk pork ever 
night in cold water. When ready to 
use cut slices one-fourth of an inch 
remove the rind, bave frying pan hot 
put in butter size of a butternut, 
roll pork in flour and fry crisp. Pour 
off nearly all the grease and while 
hot atir smooth 1 tablespoon flour. 
Add one pint bowl of sweet cream 
and let come to a boil; alt. 

Freshen the pork and fry slightly 
then pour off the fat and put two 
tablespoons milk in the spider. Let 
it cook until the milk is all gone 
thea take up, pour a little more milk 
in the spider and let it beat up for 
gravy. This is nice when the pork 
is a little lean. 

Six slices of pork cooked until ten- 
der, about two hours. Thea bdve 
parsnips cleaned and sliced, and a very 
little water wnen parsmips are added. 
so that when tender they will fry a 
rich brown. Stir frequently to pre 
vent burning, 

Prepare the pork as tor plain fried 
pork and just before putting it in the 
spider to brown dip each piece in a 
dish of flour. Let it cook very alow- 
ly so it won't bur 

One pint of butte 
and flour enough to ke a batter 
that will drop from the spoon. Put 
in pieces of nicely fried pork, fry and 


then turn. Fry some of the batter 
without the pork. 

Cut as many thin, even slices as de- 
sired and freshen. Ta freshen pork 
put the slices into the spider, cover 
with cold water and heat to the 
boiling point. Do not boil, as that 
curls and toughens the slices. Re- 
move from the stove and draim the 
slices from the hot liquid, which can 
be thrown away or poured into a dish 
and fat allowed to rise. Roll the 
slices lightly in flour and place in 
mis Hg spider. Turn often and 
v dry and a rich brown on bo 
sides.

The ends of the stems of all flowers 
should be cut off before they are 
placed in water. It is best to strip! 
the leaves from that part of the stem 
which will be immersed, 

Maidenhair fern shquld be kept 
rolled up im moistened paper and on 
the ice, or, with the stems inthe wa- 
ter, im a cool place, until ready for 
use. In this way it will last for some 
time. 

Mignonette is generally grown in 
a cool house, and for this reason 
often droops when first placed in a 
heated room. It is well to put. it in 
the ice-box in water, for a time, when 
it will revive, “harden,” and, if pro- 
perly cared for each day, last a long 
time.

Fig and Graham Pudding.—This is 
u delicious pudding as well as ctono- 
mical and wholesome.

Put a 
pint of water with a saltspoon of salt 
in the double boiler. When the water 
reaches the boiling point, stir in 
enough graham flour to make nearly 
as thick as mush. Have ready a half- 
pound of figs, chopped fime, with a 
half-cup nut meats, hickary, walnut 
or almond, and a half-cup of sugar. 
Let all boil together for at least half 
an hour, stirring to mix thoroughly. 
Butter small molds and fill with the 
pudding.

ing, add the tapioca, and atir the 
whole into the boiling milk, let boil 
once, turn into the dish, and immedi- 
ately spread om the whites.

From Canadian 
Woods. 

„ COMMODORE AND JUDGE. 


The following historicn!reminiscence 


of Moira Lake and Madoc was esntri-. 


buted to Forest and Stream.” the 
great sporting paper of New York, by 
Edison B. Fraleck, Esq., Junior Judge 
of the County of Hastings. It appeared 
in the issue of April 6th last, and we 
reproduce it in Tun Review as an 
interesting addition to the literature of 
this section of the county : 


Moira Lake, as its name implies, is 
an enlargment of the riyer of that 
name, but some distance northwest of 
Stoco. Lying in the northern part of 
the second tier of townships from the 
Bay of Quinte, it extends about ten 
miles from west to east, and is about a 
mile anda half to two miles wide, It 
is a picturesque sheet. of water, here 
and there studded with islands and 
bold rocky shores. It possesses some 
geological importance, as it marks the 
boundary in this locality between the 
Trenton limestone and the Archman or 
older formations. On the north shore 
lies a valuable bed of talc and of marble 
and valuable mines.of both hematite 
and magnatite iron, Cross the lake 
and you are in one of the most import- 
ant mineral regions of Canada, ere 
lies the. world's future supply of ar- 
senic, besides gold, iron, zinc, galena 
and*other economic minerals. : 
The shores of this lake are dotted 
with summer cottages, neat in appear- 
ance and comfortably supplied with all 
the requisites for summer outing, be- 
longing to the prosperous and well-to- 
do families of the town of Madoc, lying 
about two miles to the north. In sum- 
mer the water affords excellent fishing 
for black bass, pickerel and maskin- 
ohge, and is enlivened by steam yachts. 
launches and various other craft. 

Coming by rail from the south, as 
you emerge from a rocky cut and skirt 
the western shore of a bay by a high 
grade you observe a point of rock away 
to the northeast, off from the shore. 
At low water this solitary rock looks 
like a huge porker taking his ease in a 
water hole. The early settlers, prac- 
tical in everything, from the appear- 
ance of that boulder, gave this beautiful 
sheet of water the unromantic name of 
Hog Lake, and it is so laid down in the 
early maps of the country. 

The island in the centre, which is 
crossed by the railway as well as by 
the public road, was settled by one 
Robert Perry, who at one time kept a 
tavern here; the old building still 
stands at the end of the first 54 
and this property is still owned by 
some of his children. Perry, when a 
young man, while traveling through 
the then Indian woods, now the town- 
ship of T'yendinaga, was set upon by 
some drunken Indians, beaten, robbed, 
thrown oyer a log by the wayside and 
left for dead, e was shortly after- 
ward discovered, taken by riendly 
hands to the nearest house and cared 
for. He recoyered from his wounds, 
but was neyer the same man. From 
the beating about the head his mind 
was affected, which made him some- 
what eccentric, From this, and from 
his 3 by the lake, he was face- 
tiously called the Commodore—no 
doubt after that other Commodore of 
Lake Erie fame. I am not aware that 
he ever disclosed a taste for music, or 


any weakness for the higher realm of II 


poetic fancy, but his labors were en- 
livened and his peaceful slumbers 
soothed by the loudest chorus of bull- 
frogs. The aquatic minstrels were 
therefore known ‘to the Madoc boys as 
the Commodore’s band.“ Perry, not- 
withstanding his eccentricities, was no 
fool. The loudest man at a logging bee 
or a raising, and the noisiest at a 
political meeting. Many a good story 
is related of Perry and among the rest 
is the following: 

Years ago old Judge S., who was 
‘then county judge, being a skillful 
angler, whenever he had a short court 
at Madoc frequently enlisted the old 
Commodore to assist him in his fayor- 
ite sport. In a certain cirenu!t the court 
Was unexpectedly short, and it was ar- 
ranged that the two should spend the 
balance of the day: upon the lake. The 
lunch basket was filled aud every con- 
venience supplied which forethought 
could suggest for a successful day's 
fishing. A horse and wagon was in 
requisition, and they found themselves 
at the shores of the lake. 

Now, it so happened that the Com- 
modore’s favorite fishing ground was 
on a bar which ran out from this very 
porcine rock from which the lake had 
receiyed its unsayory name. Thither 
they rowed, and cautiously makin 
fast the boat commenced to fish wit 
encouraging success. After a time, in 
looking through the lunch basket. how- 
ever, it was discovered that the one 
thing most needful to a successful day's 
fishing. alas, was lacking, being an 
oversight of mine host at the hotel 
there was nothing to ** grease the rod.“ 
and besides, it being dog days, drink- 
ing lake water was not conducive to 
health without dilating by a little of 
Corby’s family proof.” 

It was arranged that the Judge 
should remain upon the rock fishing 
while the Commodore should row over 
to land, go to the yillage and return 
with the needfal, as fast as his legs 
eould carry him. With strict injunc- 
tions as to celerity, he started on his 
errand. When he arrived at the hotel, 
being of convivial habits, the Com- 
modore found alot of his boon. com- 
panions going in for a good time.” 
Of course he joined in, forgetting his 
mission, and in a shert time forgot 
everything else. He was soon over-

come, and lay down to sleep off the 
fumes of the whisky. After hours ot 
slumber, and when the sun was away 
down in the west, he awakened, and it 
began to dawn upon him there was 
something wrong. He thought it could 
hardly be possible that he had left the 
Judge on that rock all day in the blaz- 
ing sun, wkhout a leaf of shade, and 
only decent standing room for one. He 
imagined it must be a dream. How- 
his way to the lake, and 
fe ch, was the Judge, like 
Prometheus of ed, bound fast to the 
rock of fate. When he arrived to re- 
lieve the Judge, the scene that ensued 
is more easily imagined than described, 
and I shall not attempt it, Suffice it to 
say, in after years, whenever the old 
Judge related his experience, he could 
not enter into the joke as heartily as 
his hearers, '

TREATMENT FOR SMUT IN SEED 
WHEAT. 

Smuts in all farm eros are caused 
by parasitic plants. The life creles of 
these smuts consist of two stages, 
the mycelial or growing, and the re 
productive or spore stages. The 
mycelium consists of minute white 
threads filled with protoplasm, and 
aré iavisible to the naked eye. The 
plant grows alse by moans of slender 
elongated cells, which inercase in 
length. dividing and keeping pace 
with the growth of tho host plant. 
In the first stage of growth the amut 
docs not visibly show itself in the 
way of swollen or discolored tissue, 

The spare stage is caused by the 
collection of innamerable mycelium 
threads at one pant, usually where 
the blossom or seod of the host plant 
is situated. Here they are changed 
tuto microscopic, round, spiny dark 
apores filled with protoplasm. These 
are the seed of the smut. In the loose 
smut of wheat, these microscopic 
spores are dctafhed by the wind be- 
fore the unaffectad grain is yet 
mature, und in flying about lodge in 
che glumes of the unaffected heads cf 
whout, where the sporea germinate 
and push their mycelial threads 
{hrough the soft coats of the im- 
mature grain. When these grains 
harden, the mycelium threads become 
dormant wntil the kernel, if planted, 
gorminates, then the smut growa 
agala with the young plant. This af- 
fected seed dows not show any dif- 
ference from other unaffected seed, 


‘and, for the reason of the smut germ 


being imbedded in the seed itself, can- 
not be treated successfully, as any- 
thing that would destroy the smut 
would destray the vitality. 

I the smut spore does not get in- 
to the kernel of Wheat, it lodges in 
some convenient place on the sur- 
face of the seed, iy planted with the 
wheat, germinates about the same 
Lime and penetrates the tender sprout 
and grows with it, bai if the spore 
germination is delayed until the 
young plant has hardened its outer 
coats a liltle and the spore’s threads 
cannot enter, having nothing to live 
in, it dies. Wheat is more generally 
smutty if the winter is wet at the 
time-of germination of the grain. The 
moisture makes the sprouts more 
tender and fulfills conditions for ger- 
mination and growth of the smut 
spores. If the seed wheat is per- 
meated with mycelium, practically no 
treatment or method of treatment 
has any effect without destroying 
the vitality of the seed. If the spores 
are simply atlached to tha seed, the 
following treatment is of some value. 

The apparatus needed for hot water 
treatment is a 75-gal scalding kettle 
or anything sufficient for heating 
water, a barrel, several gunny sacks 
and a thermometer. From 33 to 60 
gals water should be heated in the 
kettle. The wheat should be cleaned. 
ready to plant, then put one bushel 
in a gunny sack, tie loosely! and sus- 
pend in the water heated to 132 to 
137 degrees F for about five minutes. 
Stir @ently, then take out and dip 
the sack of wheat into the barrel of 


cold water to prevent the center of 


the sack of graim getting ‘too hot and 
injuring its vitality. The wheat 
will then have to be dried to get it 
in shapo to be drilled, as it would clog 
up the drill if wet. Enough can be 
treated this way to raiso seéd free 
from smut for the next year's plant- 
ing. Iwo men cap in one: day treat 
enough to furnish seod for the next 
year. 

The apparatus for formalin treatm: nt 
consists of a barrel, ganny sack, 
formalin and water. Formalin is a 
40 degree solution of formaldehyde. 
It is not poisonous, but has a very 
pungent and penetrating odor. It 
can be obtained at large drug 
stores, or from the manufacturer ata 
small cost. It is liquid, not danger- 
cas or disagreeable to handle, but 
animals should not be allowed to 
drink the solution. Ono pint of 
formalin to 25 guls of water will 
treat 15 bushels of seed. Dip the 
sack containing about one bushel of 
seed into the solution 10 minutes, then 
take out the sack and allow to drain 
The seed can be sowed in a force feed 
drill or dried before sowing. Several 
barrels can be used and & great deal 
treated in a short time at emall 
cost. 


MAKING HIGH-CLASS DAIRY 
BUTTER. 


By using lime daily it is not so dit- 
fioult to keep down the bad odora io 
the stable writes a correspondent, 
We always try to milk as near 6 
o'clock each morning as possible, and 
at the same time in the evening, The 
milk is strained, into a 10-gal can. 
As soon as milking is completed, the 
milk is run through a separator and 
the cream placed in a three-gallon 
shotgun can. When the weather ly 
warm we set the cream in cold water 
but during winter time we simply act 
the cream of cach milking. in u sepa- 
rate can and pat it in a cellar where

FREAK CLOCKS. 


A Freechman Whe beretes His Energies 
to Curious Manufactures. 

An ingenious Frenchman named Le 
Boullat, who lives at Coutances, has 
made himself famous for the curious 
clocks he manufactures. He can make 
a clock out of almost any conceivable 
material. Straw and paper are among 
the raw materials he uses. For twen- 
ty years he has been manufacturing 
freak clocks and most Frenchmen who 
want something out of the common 
im that line apply to Le Boullat, 

A while ago he turned a lot of 
newspapers into pulp, mixed it with 
a hardening substance and carved the 
clock out of the compound. Even the 
wheels and all the machinery of the 
clock were made of this material. Na- 
turally this curious clock does not 
keep very correct time, but the wonder 
is that it goes at all. The newspapers 
clock is due of Mr. Le Roullat's latest 
triumphs. 

Another of his designs appears to 
be merely a collection of large and 
small sticks held together by wires. 
It is only upon close inspection that 
one sees that it is a clock constructed 
on excellent principles. It keeps very 
fair time, never varying more than 
two minutes in a week. 

Now and then the clockmaker te- 
ceives commissions from wealthy 
Frenchmen for clocks of unique design 
in allver or gold, decorated with pre- 
cious stones. Some of these clocks 
are entirely made of gold, with dia- 
mond tipped hands, and rubies, gar- 
nets, pearls, opals and emeralds. to 
represent the figures on the dial. 
Some of his clocks are beautiful works 
of art, and a few of the most inter- 


esti specimens are among the 
smallest of timepieces.

STEERED BY ETHER WAVES. 


An English inventor, Cecil Varicas, 
has coastructed a submarine torpedo 
which can be stecred by means of 
ether waves transmitted as in wire- 
less telegraphy. The torpedo, in ad- 
dition to the usual explosive appara- 
tus. carries a Marconi coherer, in 
circuit with a relay and battery, so 
arranged that it governs the move- 
ments of the rudder. A fine wire, at- 
tached to a metal float, keeps the 
torpedo, when submerged, in com- 
munication with the air and con- 
sequently with the ether waves. Hy 
means of a wireless telegraphic trans- 
mitter the apparatus in the torpedo is 
actuated from the shore, or from a 
battleship, and the torpedo's move- 
ments are thus e mtrolled. A test of 
this device was recently made in the 
English Channel. and the torpedo wax 
caused to describe a complicated path 
and return to the starting-point.

They are, 
in a word, friends and sisters—daugh- 
ters of one Heavenly Father. 

The list of English associates in- 
cludes most of the royal and noble 
women of the kingdom, and was head- 
ed by the queen. With many of these 
the duty ends by lending their names 
and paying their annual dues, but 
the queen was as zealous a member as 
the poorest irl in her dominions. She 
took a poor Foung woman as her es- 
pecial charge, and faithfully gave her 
counsel and personal help. 

After the girl was grown, she emi- 
grated to the United States, but her 
royal friend did not loose her hold 
upon her, although her hands were 
full of the cares of a great empire. 
Twice each pear this poor gir! received 
a letter written by the queen, her- 
self, not dictated to a secretary. The 
last came but a short time before 
death claimed the foremost woman in 
the world.

SHIP FULL OF TAFFY.

Stramgeat (arge Ever Carried- Leit Five 
Thousand Dollars tor Owners. 

The Charing Crons, from Rosario, 
Argentine Republic, recently landed 
at the London docks with the strang- 
est cargo ever carried. She started 
out originally with 31,000 bags of 
sugar and 8,000 bags of linseed. The 
vessel, however, was mysteriously 
converted into a candy factory when 
at sen, and nobody knew anything 

at all about it, 

Her cargo was stowed away in four 
different holds of the Ship, and the 
work of unloading commenced on the 
day following ber arrival. ‘he ship 
and dock hands rapidly cleared the 
first, second and foarth holds with- 
cut experiencing any difficulty, but 
when they came to unload No. 3 they 
found that the sugar there had be- 
come one solid block of a dark brown 
substance—12,000 bags, equal to 1,000 
toms of sugar, bad been converted in- 
to taffy.

There have been many episodes in 
the life of our King, some of them 
elmost forgotten, when his career 
might have come to a tragic and 
premature end if it had not been for 
the “Divinity that doth hedge a 
King;” in fact, he can already count 
almost as many providential escapes 
ae bis late august mother. 
Wende was still a boy only the 
prompt action df et his attend- 
ants prevented what might eng been 
a fatal accident, He was one of 
shooting party when a bird, flying 
low, passed between him and Earl 
Canning, who in the excitement of 
the moment, fired point-blank at it 
and the Prince. Fortunately an at- 
tendant, seeing the gun levelled in 
the direction of the Prince, uncere- 
monlously pushed the Heir to the 
Throne down, receiving part of the 
charge in his own face, but saving 
the Prince from all bifrm, Lord Can- 
ning’s alarm when he saw how nar- 
rowly o tragedy had been averted 
was #0 great, that he fainted.

‘On another occasion His Royal 
Highness had the narrowest escape 
from drowning. He was touring in 
Palestine, and had gone, unattended, 
to bathe in the Dead Sea. An at- 
tendant, who followed him some time 
later, heard faint calls for help, and 
rushing down to the shore found his 
Royal master struggling for his life 
in a state of complete exhaustion. 

He bad been attacked by cramps, 
and if the attendant had not oppor- 
tunely appeared on the scone he 
would certainly have been drowned. 
Indeed, if it had not been for the; ex- 
treme buoyancy of the Dead Sea wa- 
ter, or, as the Prince humorously put 
it, the preservative qualities of the 
salt, it is more than probable that 
ne attendant would have been too 
ate. 

The King has had many alarming 
experiences on horseback; once when 
as a boy his pony bolted near Bal- 
moral, and was stopped at consider- 
able risk by a gillie; but he has only 
bad one serious fall. This was when 
he was riding in Rotten Row and was 
bowled over by 

A RUNAWAY HORSE. 
Unfortunately the Prince fell un- 
derneath his horse; and, although he 
escaped with sound ribs, he was so 
severely bruised and shaken that he 
was confined to his bed for some 
days. i 
On the cecasion of the fire at 
Marlborough House in the early sev- 
enties the Prince's lite was nearly 
sacrificed to his zeal in quenching 
the flames, He was helping. the fire- 
men with the hese on an upper storey 
when the floor gave way under his 
feet, and he was only saved from 
falling into the heart of the burn- 
ing house by clinging to the joists 
until he was rescued. 

The Prince’a narrowest escape from 
death was when he was laid low by 
typhoid in December, 1871, and when, 
for many days of awful suspense, 
his life trembled in the balance. In- 
deed, several papers actually record- 
ed his death; and the national joy at 
his recovery, which reached its cli- 
max on the historic day of thanksgiv- 
ing in February, 1872, will never be 
forgotten. 5

ed that the Prince, while a guest in 


the present king so long bore, was es- 
tablished by the first Edwerd, who 
conquered that little kingdom.

BORDEN'S PENSION SCHEME. 

Hon. F. W. Borden gave notice of 
the following motion embodying his 
Pension scheme for the officers and 
men of the permanent corps: 
' “Resolved, that it is expedient to 
Provide that pensions or gratuities 
may be granted to staff officers and 
men of the permanent militia force 
and to the widows and children of 
such officers as follows: To an officer 
dompulsorily retired for any cause 
other than misconduct or inefficiency 
after twenty years’ service, or retir- 
ing voluntarily after W years’ ser- 
vice, a pension not exceeding 1-50th 
of the pay and allowance of his rank 
or, appointment at the time of his re- 
tirement ToY-Dackh year’s service, ser- 
vice beyond 8 years hör baing reck- 
oned; to an officer who retires “vs 
untarily after 25 but less than 35 
years’ service, a pension not exceed- 
ing 1-40th of such pay and allowance 
for each year, service beyond 35 years 
not being reckoned. Towards mak- 
ing good the said pensions 6 percent. 
shall be deducted from the pay of of- 
ficers, To an officer retiring on ac- 
count of infirmity, or retired to pro- 
mote efficiency or economy in the 
service, a gratuity got exceoding one 
month's pay for each year’s service; if 
retired on account of injury received 
in the discharge of his duties, a gra- 
tuity mot exceeding three mont hs“ 
pay for every two years’ service. To 
au non-commissioned officer or mili- 
tiaman, if he has served 16 but less 
than 21 years,a pension equal to 10. 
Soth of his annual pay for every year 
of service; for 21 and less than 25 
years’ service, 20-50ths, and in addi- 
tion 2-50ths for every year over 20; 
for25 years, 20-50ths, and in addition 
1-50th for every year over 25, not ex- 
ceeding, however, two-thirds of his 
annual pay, exclusive of extra pay or 
allowance, during the three years 
preceding his retirement. To the wi- 
dow afd children of an officer who 
served twenty years, and was at the 
time of his death on full pay, or in 
receipt of a pension, the following 
pension; or allowanees:—In the case 
of a colonel, $500 to the widow and 
$80 to each child; lieutenant-colonel, 
$450 to the widow and a yearly al- 
lowance of $80 to cach child; major, 
$350 to Widow and $70 to each child; 
captain, $250 to widow and $65 to each 
child; lieatenant or second lieutenant, 
$200 to widow, $50 to each child. The 
amount to children to be doubled if 
they are motherless. and in need. 
Warrant officer, $100 to widow and 
$25 to each child. No allowance to a 
son aged 18 or a daughter aged 21. 
The total amount granted to the 
family of an officer in one year, not 
to exceed the amount of the pension 
attached to his rank.” 

CLAIMS BY WORKMEN. 


Mr. Sutherland, Oxford, in reply to 
a question of Mr. Put tee, said there 
were nowon hand, and undetermin- 
ed, eight claims by workmen based 
on the fair-wage clause in Govern- 
ment contracts. The oldest of these 
claims was made last October. The 
determining of such claims rests with 
the Minister of the department to 
which the contract belongs. The fair- 
wage afficers of the Department cf 
Labour investigate these claims, and 
submit theic report for the considera- 
tion of the Minister to whose depart- 
ment the contract belongs. The Gov- 
ernment’s policy in regard to offend- 
mg contractors is set forth in the 
Ast as follows: 

In the event of default being made 
in payment of any money owing in 
respect Of wages of any foreman, 
workman, or labourer employed on 
the said work, and if a claim therefor 
is filed in the office of the Min ister, 
and proof thereof satisfactory to the 
Minister is furnished, the said Min- 
jater may pay such claim out of any 
money at any time payable by his 
Majesty under raid contracts, and the 
amounts so paid shall be deemed pay- 
ments to the contractor. 

TO OPERATE ICE BREAKERS. | 


Mr. McCarthy introduced the peti- 
tions of the Western Assurance Com- 
pany and the British American A8 
surance Company, which desire to be 
given power to equip, maintain, and 
operate ioe-breakers aud wrecking ap- 
pliances in connection with their ma- 
rine insurance business. Mr. Mc- 
Carthy said that power of this kind 
was given in the bill to incorporate 
the St. Lawrence, Lyoyd's, and the 
Minister of Finance had stated that 
similar power would be granted to 
any companies which might desire it. 

Mr. R. L. Borden, did not oppose the 
petition but thought that a matter of 
this kind should be eenlt with in a 
general bill, giving such power to all 
insurance companies. He had expressed 
that opinion in the committee, and 
had scen mo reason to change bis 
mind.

We are indebted to the Inrentire genius 
ofa young Canadian girl for the Fletcher 
music method, simplex and kindergarten, 
which is attracting (Ne attention of many 
leaders in the educational and musica!

Leger lines, ete., have 
no dread for them. The higher a note 
goes the more fascinating it is to them 
and “the higher it is to build.” 

Another pleasing feature in the meth- 
od is the new field of labor, successful 
and pleasant, which this opus up for 
young music teachers. Artistically and 
Unancially they have much to hope for 
in it. 

Miss Fletcher makes New York her 
home, but gives lectures in different 
cities. In the summer months she has 
classes both in Paris and London, where

Work For Young Women. 

There are trades open to young yo 
men in which they not only would be 
experts, buf could add largely to the 
comfort of others, which will never be 
filled because they would be either laugh- 
ed at or perhaps set aside by utrreason- 
ing and weak minded companions. For 
instance, there are many girls who bave 
great Judgment and skill in cooking who | 
could earn easily $40 a month and even 
if very clever $60 or even $70 and who 
would rather stand for weary hours sub- 
ject to the exactions of ill bred buyers at 
a counter, travel home in wet and cold 
and ive from $5 to $7 a week with- 
out any allowance for their food. 

Servant’ is not a pleasant name, nor 
Is obedience to commands a pleasant 
thing, and there are both mean and 
selfish employers, but I have personally 
employed one of the prettiest girls | ever 
saw, notably refined and delicate, whose 
dainty taste and touch made her skill 
wonderful. She bad little education and 
no accomplishments, she knew that she 
bad great taleut for cooking, she had a 
widowed mother without Income and a 
sister dying of consumption, she had 
to relieve her mother of ber own malin- 
tenance, and she had to make a certain 
amount of money. She was kind with- 
out familiarity to others in the kitchen, 
She kept her leisure hours to hefvelf, 
working much for an exchange, enjoyed 
her neat and comfortable room, had ac- 
cess to good books and in a year earned 
the money she required. Her only de- 
fect as a perfect servant was that she 
was so attractive and delicate in ap- 
pearance that she was often embarrassed 
by too much attention as she came and 
went. 

Having attained her end, she returned 
to her home, freed from debt by her et- 
forts, and then made preserres and deli- 
cacies which sold well. Had she been 
afraid of being called a cook she could 
only have attained by great effort and 
exposure about $20 a month by incessant 
toll and had to support herself out of 
that amount, leaving not more than half 
her savings free. She saw what she 
could do and knew it was right and was 
not afraid to live ont her own life in ber 
own way. „ * —

Ele, her position, the date of her birth, 
her own home and if married additional 
information concerning her immediate 
family. 

If she has children, the government will 
look ont for them. She must pay a rege- 
lar fee to the insurance or death fund 
that she may not become a public charge 
in case of disablement. or death. There 
is an advantage to the girl in thie govern- 
mental interest, for she cannot be dis 
charged without cause. When she does 
leave, the employer buys another card, 
green in color, on which the same com- 
plete description of the departing domes- 
tic as that on the white card is tecorded. 
That must be left at the police station 
right away, for government brooks no de 
lay in these matters. 

This is the system by which the police 
have their fingers on every man, woman 
and child in Germany. Any Infringement 
of the rules is promptly punished by ar- 
rest and a fine. The result is noted in the 
harmonious relations existing between 


employers and employees who, for the 


most part, are industrious and quiet, will- 
ing to do anything asked of them, but ex-

Reports from the mis- 
sionary work being done in England 
and Ireland show that progress is be- 
ing made, while in Egypt the more- 
ment is making rapid strides under the 
direction of Rev. Randall A 
native school has been established at 
Assuit, in which two interpreters are 
employed.
